CHICAGO, July 10.—For the first time 


since the opening of the convention 
there was not a jam at the Palmer house 
this morning before 8 o'clock. For 
some reason, perhaps because of the 
fatigues of the sewion and last night's 
marching, the people slept late. It wan 
a relief to be able to walk through the 
large corridas at the hotel without being 
crashed and it was agreeable to those 
who have business in the Pahner to re- 
flect that the nervous excitement was 
telling npon the over-zealous visitors and 
fagging them ont 
The reflection was 


only short-lived, however, for by 9 
o'clock the rotunda and corridor*'had 
again filled up and the tremendous crash, 
which has characterized the past week, 
was repeated again. 


The situation this morning don not 


differ materially from that of yesterday 
morning. The second day's events of 
of the convention developed only one 
thing. This was the stubborn determi- 
nation of the field to beat Cleveland at

At 11:40 a. m. the convention is assem- 


bling an immense crowd being present. 
It is said that six of the Iowa delegates 
have changed from Cleveland, four going 
to Thnrman and two to Bayard. Randall 
is developing a good deal of strength 
this morning. 


The committee on resolutions has com- 


pleted the full draft of. the platform, 
which was being read to the fnll com- 
mittee beginning at 10:80 this morning. 
The draft doea not meet the approval of 
General Butler, and he has prepared a 
minority report which will be submitted 
to the committee; but, it is expected,will 
be rejected by a heavy vote. It is 
now anticipated that the minority 
report may be submitted to the conven- 
tion, in which event a sharp discnsion is 
expected to follow, which may consume 
a great portion of the day's session.

T1TB CONVENTION CALLED. 


The convention was called to order at 


11:10. 
The proceedings were opened 


with prayer by Bev. Geo. C. Lorimer, of 
Emanuol Baptist church, Chicago. He 
returned thanks for a country whore 
liberty has found a refuge, labor an 
opportunity, and *domeatio nature a 
shield in humanity. He prayed that tho 
nation may be awakened to realize that 
not in material prosperity nor in wealth, 


lay greatness and salvation, but in those 
virtues and principles announced in the 
word 
of 
God and echoed down 


through the centuries; that in this 
country liberty may not degenerate into 
license, nor authority into tyranny, nor 
capital into oppression, nor labor into 
rioters, nor conviction into bigotry and 
superstition. 


He asked for a blessing on the con- 


vention, that the high sentiments and 
ennobling principles that fell from the 
lips of the speakers yesterday may be- 
come the governing principles of the 
great party, and that its affairs to-day 
may be so ordered that the nominee of 
the convention shall be a man of lofty 
character, of resplendent reputation, 
whose attitude before the people shall be 
an inspiration to the growing manhood 
of the people, and that if such a nomi- 
nee be elected he may be a blessing to 
the nation and not a curse. 


PLKNTTOF UFR. 


Mayor Harrison, of Illinois, rising to 


a personal explanation, denounced the 
sawrtion made by one of the speakers 
yesterday who had said that-Tie had 
packed the hall with a clique which ap- 
plauded bis speech in seconding the 
nomination of Grover Cleveland. 


A communication was received and 


read from the chairman of the commit- 
tee on resolutions, stating that the com- 
mittee, notwithstanding constant and 
patient efforts, had not been able to com- 
plete a platform and would not be pre- 
pared to make a complete report before 
7 p. m. 
The unfinished business of yesterday, 


being the call of states for nominations, 
was resumed and Mamrare, of Missouri, 
came to the platform and made a nomi- 
nation speech. He said Missouri wonld 
have given thirty-two stalwart demo- 
cratic votes for the old ticket, headed by 
the sage of Grammaicy park, and his 
venerated friend from Indiana, Mr. 
Hendricks. As they could not have the 
old ticket he had been casting about to 
see who was tho man. 
Who, in the 


emergency, should lead the embattled 
host* of the democratic party to a grand 
and glorious victory. 


^Nothing short of a blunder could make 
w democracy lose with twenty-five 


democratic governors and twenty-three 
democratic legislature!, representing 258 
electoral votes ont of 401. Nothing but 
a fatal blunder could make the de- 
mocracy lose. The man in his mind 
was spoken of • the noblest Roman 
of then all. Allen G. Thnrman, of 
Ohio. He therefore seconded that nom- 
ination. He had looked in Mr. Thur- 
man's face yesterday and recognised in

Thnrman as their standard-bearer, they 
oonld carry Ohio, and New York and 
California. In proof of the statement he 
repeated a conversation he had had with 
General Spinola and other Tammany 
men and read telegrams from Ohio and 
California.

the nomination of Grover Cleveland, bnt 
the chairman said it would require the 
unanimous consent "No matter," said 
Livingston, "we have got our work in 
anyhow."

«38S. Heretofore the opposing delegates 
uave been strengthening mildly and 
harmlessly. The threats of Grady and 
Cochrarie only seemed to increase the 
strength of Cleveland. 


When Massachusetts appeared on the 


platform in the person of Mr. Cnmmings 
to second the nomination of Senator 
Bayard it was evident that Benjamin F. 
Bntier was the leader in organizing the 
opposition and that he expected the 
south to present a solid front iu Bayard's 
support under the influence at Senators 
Hampton, Vance, Lamar and others of 
the states of that section.
